Grain Prices 
Headed for 
Parity Level 


CHICAGO, (AP)—Grain hit new 


seasonal highs at the board of 
trade today, with wheat making 
the sharpest advance. There was 
some commercial buying in wheat, 
and commission houses hedged in 
corn against overnight sales of 
around 200.000 bushels to Holland 
and Belgium. 


Shorts in soybeans entered the 


grain pits to hedge after a ceiling 
of $3.33 a bushel was placed on 
beans before the start of trading.

In the cash market corn was 


called one half cent higher and 
oats one half to one cent higher.

Considerable of today's 
demand centered in new crop con- 
tracts, which are selling at a dis- 
count under old crop months.

soybeans 86.

If You Saw 'em You Were 
Right, They Were Saucers 


NEW YORK, (AP)—A navy of- ' 


iicial confirmed today that "fly-' 
ng saucers" really existed, but 
actually were huge plastic bal- 
oons used in high-altitude cosmic 
ray studies. 


Dr. Urner. Liddel, chief of the 


nuclear physics branch of the Of- 
fice of Naval Research, made this 
disclosure in an article in the cur- 
rent magazine. 


Liddel, in Washington, discussed 


the story further when newsmen 
queried him. 


The navy balloons, Liddel de- 


clared, were 10Q feet in diameter 
and sometimes rose to a height of 
19 miles. He added that winds 
might sweep them along at 200 
miles an hour. 


Sun Did It 


At dusk, the slanting rays of 


the sun lighted up the balloons' 
bottoms, giving them the saucer- 
like appearances, Liddel said. 


He added that many of 
the 


disks were sighted as the sun set. 


Liddel said the existence of the 


big balloons, was kept secret be- 
cause the project was connected 


with atomic developments. 


Liddel, who was in charge of the 


balloon tests, said they carried in- 
struments to record the results of 
collisions between cosmic rays and 
atoms in the earth's atmosphere. 


No Longer Secret 


He added that secrecy was "no 


longer" necessary. 


Liddell said he was convinced 


that a "saucer" photographed at 
77,000 feet altitude over Minne 
sota was a Skyhook. 


The physicist said 2,000 reports 


of "flying saucers" were checked, 
and those considered "whimsical" 
were eliminated. Of the "reliable" 
reports, he said, "there is not a 
single observation which is not 
attributable to the cosmic bal- 
loons." 


These balloons, called Skyhooks 


by the navy, were first used in 
1947. 
about the time the disks 


were first sighted. 
Liddell said 


reports of "flying 
saucers" in- 


creased or decreased in proportion 
to the number of balloons sent 
aloft.

Farmers, 
truckers, market employees and 
packinghouse workers all have a 
joint responsibility to keep down 
this loss. 


Takrt Time to Load 


To reduce 
livestock 
shipping 


losses. Wills suggests that farmers 
take time in loading. 
Don't use 


clubs, pitch forks or whips. Use 
a canvas slapper instead. Someone 
has said that, in order to flrive 
hogs successfully, you need to 
have more time than the hog. 


Other steps are to avoid feeding 


heavily just before loading, use 
a good loading chute that is not 
too steep, and dehorn cattle. 


Truckers can take these pre- 


cautions: use enough good bedding 
(not 
cinders), don't crowd the 


animals, partition mixed loads, 
drive carefully, avoid sharp turns 
and sudden stops, and stop occa- 
sionally to check the load and pre- 
vent trampling.

Has Farmer Right to Kill Stray 
Dogs? Here's Law on the Matter 


By H. \V. HANNAH

Professor of Agricultural LAW 
Farmers often ask, "What is 


my right to kill dogs that come 
onto my property?" 


There is a statute in Illinois that 


allows the owner of domestic ani- 
mals to pursue and kill dogs when 
they are discovered in the act of 
killing, wounding or chasing do- 
mestic animals. This law confers 
the right to kill a molesting dog 
when the dog is not accompanied 
by its owner, and when it is doing 
one of the acts listed in the stat- 
ute. 


Can Poison Dogs 


Also, a sheep owner may put 


out poison for dogs, so long as he 
does it on his own premises and 
with reasonable care and good in- 
tentions. Another statute permits 
this. 
. 
. 


Regardless of statute, a prop- 


erty owner has a right of action 
against a dog's owner for all dam- 
ages caused by the dog whether to 
livestock or other property. There 
might even be liability on the 
part of a dog owner for spreading 
animal disease, if the facts could 
be proven. 


Hard On Sheep 


In many Illinois counties the 


raising of sheep is virtually pro- 
hibited by 
stray 
dogs. 
Some- 


times it is not strays, but the 
neighbor's dog, that is responsi- 
ble. In either case flock owners 
may seek reimbursement from a 
county indemnity fund for animals 
killed or injured by dogs.

He makes that statement on the 
basis of 15 years of farm record 
studies on costs and benefits of 
soil conservation on more than 
350 Illinois farms. 


Sauer says the average cost of 


setting up a conservation plan 
on 48 northeastern Illinois farms 
in 1948 was $34. For 1945-47. 40 
farms in this area with conserva- 
tion plans had an annual net in- 
come advantage of S8.27 an acre 
over 40 similar farms without 
conservation plans. 
This larger 


return would have paid the cost 
of the program in a little more 
than four years. 


Studies of contour farming, con- 


tour strip-cropping and terracing 
showed that use of these practices 
boosted com yields 12 per cent, 
soybeans 13 per cent, oats 16 per 
cent and wheat 17 per cent.

From the moment the general price-wage freeze was 


• imposed, it was clear it was intended to be only an imperfect 
." weapon against inflation. 


Price and wage officials in Washington will progres- 


sively modify the basic control order to give it "flexibility." 
Already marked for approval are wage increases previously 
negotiated but not in effect at freeze time. Some price boosts 
also are due for early endorsement. 


In contrast, Price Administrator DiSalle says he hopes 


to achieve some actual price rollbacks from the freeze level. 


Since numerous adjustments are certain to take place, 


the freeze is really a temporary one. What the government 
appears to be seeking is stability rather than absolute rigid- 
ity in the price-wage structure.

This would repeat the pattern of World War n.

despite all the declarations about "holding the line," it was 
often breached then in accord with an elastic formula. 


We consumers, wondering how to impress our grocer 


these days, may well regret that the lid was clamped on the 
economy so late and at such a high level. The freeze actu- 
ally stuck many prices at their highest peaks of all time. 


But it won't do us much good to lament this now.' We'll 


have to be satisfied with what we've got, since there's not a 
chance in the world of forcing prices back around pre-Ko- 
rean levels.

We can be forgiven for voicing disappointment, too, that 


food prices will be affected so little. Existing law governing 
farm price supports bars ceilings on many basic farm com- 
modities. The stabilization agencies can't do anything about 
that Only congress can provide the protection the people 
need in that field. 


With so. many holes and soft spots, it isn't surprising to 


hear a lawmaker /like Rep. Joseph W. Martin, Republican 
minority leader in the house, described the action as freezing 
the "hole in every family's pocketbook." 


If this is the best we can get in price-wage controls, the 


country apparently is going to have to rely more heavily 
on other anti-inflation weapons like higher taxes, further 
credit regulation and increased production. 


Nobody likes taxes or credit restrictions, but most of us 


know they're pretty effective curbs on spending. You can't 
spend money that goes for taxes, and what's left won't 


j stretch so far when narrow limits are placed on credit.

The government itself must be subjected to spending 


controls if they are to be effective. Unnecessary outlays 
; and financing through borrowing build up strong inflation- 
s' ary pressures by multiplying the volume of cash and credit 
I available.

All this makes a bitter prescription, especially when we 
| are still nominally at peace except in Korea. But the al- 
• ternative is a price-wage spiral which will rob us of our 
\ money anyway, and vastly heighten the cost of the vital war 
I materials upon which our very safety may depend.

New snow avalanches roared dis- 
astrously dof.-n Alpine mountain- 
sides today for the second time in 
three weeks, killing at least 19 
and possibly 22 persons in Switzer- 
land and Italy. 


Continuing snow falls, alternat- 


ing with thaws, heightened the 
danger of more slides in the Swiss, 
Italian, 
Austrian, and

Alps where about 
130 persons 


died under avalanches in late Jan- 
uary. 


Twelve and possibly 15 persons 


lost their lives in crunching aval- 
anches which wrecked two vil- 
lages in eastern Switzerland in 
the last 48 hours. Seven persons 
were believed killed and 27 were 
injured in avalanches or accidents 
due to the weather near Italy's 
frontier with France and Switzer- 
land. 
Danger of further avalanches 


was rated "maximum" by Swiss 
authorities and

steps to safeguard life and prop- 
erty. 


More=than 100 feet of snow re-

not be furnished, the

wages and food prices. 


Much of the difficulty in bring- 


ing the price level and wage scales 
under control is attributed to 
farm and food prices. Under the 
law, relatively few farm products 
can be frozen yet. They have not 
risen to the level of price protec- 
tion granted by law.

Oppose Subsidies 


Through use of subsidies it 


would be possible to roll back 
prices of those foods which have 
risen the most—such as meats.

Only time will tell, officials said 


today, how valuable the develop- 
ment is. 


It involves the use of a drug 


called Colhicine, which has been 
Utilized for many years in develop- 
ing new plants. Heretofore, it was 
effective only on a very limited 


f number of plants. 


The drug has the ability of 


modifying characteristics of plants 
treated with it. Through its use, 
it is possible to take plants of de- 
sirable characteristics, cross-breed 
or hybridize them and come up 
with new plants bearing double 
the desirable characteristics of the 
parent plants, officials said. 


Colchicine is a poisonous drug 


derived from the autumn crocus. 


*1 Under proper procedure, plants 


successfully treated with it double 


the number of chromosomes in 
their cells. Chromosomes are car- 
riers of heredity or characteristics. 
A plant with extra chromosomes 
is likely to be different from and 
frequently 
superior 
to 
related 


plants-with the normal number.

Finally, in 1935, he said, he met 


a Dr. Robert S. in Akron, O., and 
they laid the foundation of AA 
together.

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Congress Made Tax Deduction Provisions For 
Servicemen, But Law Is Not Exactly Clear 


(Editor's Nate: Thi« is an- 


other in a serif* of stones ex- 
plkinlng who has to do whmt 
about his 1930 Income tax.)

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Con- 


gress has changed the law to give 
servicemen a b'pak "fl thpir in- 
come taxes if they've been in the 
combat zone in the Korean war. 


So, if 
you're 
a 
serviceman 


worrying about 1950 income tax, 
this is what the law says: 


1. It you're an enlisted man or 


warrant officer any pay you got 
for any month you were in the 
combat tone after June 24, 1930, 
if tax-free. 
You don't have to 


pay tax on it. 


And you didn't have to serve 


a whole month In the combat 
zone to get this benefit. If you 
only served as much as one day 
in the combat cone your pay for 
the whole month in which the 


day occurred is tax free. 


For example: If you arrived 


In the combat zone on July SI. 
1950, your pay is tax free for the 
whole month of July. 


2. If you're a commissioned 


officer the first *200 of your 
pay for each month you were 
in the combat zone after June 
24. 1950, is tax free. Again, if 
such an officer served only one 
day out of a month In the com- 
bat zone, the first $300 of pay 
is tax free for the whole month. 
This, of course, means an en- 


listed men and officers 
in the 


armed forces, whether they were 
in the army, navy, marines or 
air force. 
For instance, in the 


navy it would \)e certain waters 
around Korea. 


To the question—"Was I in the 


combat zone and exactly what is 
the combat zone?"—you had bet- 
ter seek the answer from people 
in the military services who can 
tell you precisely. 


Entitled to Refund 


If you're a serviceman—and if 


any of the tax free money ex- 
plained above wa« withheld from 
your pay—you are entitled to a 
refund. But you must file a 1950 
income tax return to get it. 


And on this point you should 


get the help of military people 
since they will give you a supple- 
mental statement explaining to 
the tax collector that such and 
such money shouldn't have been 
withheld. 


Congress did something else for 


the people who were in the zone 
"supporting" the 
armed forces, 


such as Red Cross workeis, scien- 
tists brought in there to help the 
government, and accredited cor- 
respondents 


Law Xot Clear 


There's a provision in the law 


to let them postpone payment of 
their 1950 income tax but it's not 
clear whether this means six 
months from the time they return 
to the United States or six months 
from March 15, 1951. 


The reason it's not clear is this: 


The Internal Revenue bureau has 
not worked out the rules on this 
up to the time this story 
was 


written. The rules should be out 
within a few weeks. - 


The change in the law which 


makes servicemen's pay tax free 
while they were in the combat 
zone does not apply to those in 
"support" of the armed forces but 
only to the armed forces 


So a Red Cross worker might be 


able to postpone payment on his 


tax but doesn't get tax exemption 
for time spent in the combat zone. 


Here are some other points 


about the tax law for servicemen 
and their families: 


This I* Tax-Pree 


The following service income is 


tax-free and does not have to be 
reported in filing an income tax 
return on 1950 income: 


Family allowances (the govern- 


ment's part of it). 
Allowances 


for uniforms or 
subsistence or 


quarters (where quarters are not 
furnished by the govenment in 
kind). And— 


Mustering out pay of officers 


and enlisted men, dividends re- 
ceived by veterans or servicemen 
m 1950 on World War II National 
Service Life Insurance; and— 


Disability retirement pay—or 


money received by veterans as 
pensions, annuities or similar al- 
lowances—for injuries or sickness 
resulting from active service. 


A contribution to a veterans' 


organization is deductible from 
your income. So are all benefits 
received under the Gl Bill of 
Rights, such as for education and 
subsistence. 


This is Taxable 


The following income of service 


people or veterans is taxable and 
must be reported: 


All retirement pay from the 


armed forces unless the retirement 
was caused by injuries, wounds or 
sickness resulting 
from 
active 


service 


And the regular pay for mem- 


bers of the armed forces serving 
in the United States or elsewhere 
outside a combat zone.
